warning of "hands off" to advocates 
of socialized medicine was issued by 
the American Medical association 
Tuesday night after a three-hour 
debate behind closed doors by its 
house of delegates. 
In a statem ent listing ten, princi­ 
ples for guidance of the nation’s 
doctors 
in 
“considering 
all 
pro­ 
posals for changes in the nature of 
medical 
practice,” 
the 
delegates 
summarized: 
“The concensus was th at the pres­ 
ent standard of medical practice is 
superior 
to th at 
afforded 
people 
generally in any other country of 
the world.”

Earlier the delegates had voted to 
ask the Federal Radio commission 
to discontinue medical advertising 
over the radio. 
They also adopted 
a resolution censuring the board of 
regents of the American College of 
Surgeons for “an apparent attempt 
to dominate and control the nature 
of medical practice.” 
Resolutions referred to commit­ 
tees included one protesting against 
free hospitalization and treatm ent 
received by “cabinet officers, con­ 
gressmen, senators, 
their 
families 
and their servants" in government 
hospitals and dispensaries. 
Another would authorize the ap­ 
pointment of a committee to in­ 
vestigate birth control methods and 
report in 1935, specifying that this 
should in no way be construed as 
an indorsement, but merely so as 
to “compile dependable facts for fu­ 
ture guidance,” 
Ten Principles Listed 
The ten principles evolved In the 
executive session for 
guidance of 
members 
In 
communities 
where 
•some experiment to change the

service” is attempted insist: 
That all features of medical serv­ 
ice be under 
the 
control of the 
medical profession, for 
“no other 
body or individual is legally or edu­ 
cationally equipped to exercise such 
control. 
That “no third party” must be 
permitted to come between patient 
and physician in any medical rela­ 
tion: that patients must have abso­ 
lute freedom in choosing their doc­ 
tor; that the method of giving serv­ 
ice must retain a “permanent, con­ 
fidential relationship” between pa­ 
tient and “fam ily physician.”

form of medical service should in­ 
clude all qualified physicians of the 
locality covered who wish to give 
service. 
T h at systems for the relief of low 
Income classes should 
be 
limited 
strictly to those below the “com­ 
fort level" standard of income, and 
that there should be no restrictions 
on 
treatm ent 
or prescribing not 
formulated and enforced by the or­ 
ganized medical profession. 
“In 
all 
such experiments,” the 
statem ent 
concludes, 
“attention 
must 
be sharply focused on the 
quality of medical 
service, 
rather 
than primarily on any other fac­ 
tor.”
